Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner called to suggest changes to overcome newly found reference (Goodman 4,529,213). The changes 
distinguish the invention from Goodman's vent/cover connection. As seen in Figure 5 of Goodman, the collar has a 
material forming a hole which extends radially through the collar (due to thickness of collar as well as direction of hole). 
The vent means is attached to the cover through the hole. The proposed changes clarify and further distinguish the 
claimed hole as extending radially outwardly from the collar. The other changes conrected 112 antecedent problems. 
Applicant gave approval for the changes on 3-18-05.
